W e h ave but one lesson In th is great 
ch apter wh ich tells us of th e tran s­ 
figuration, th e conflict and victory fol­ 
lowing, His death and resurrection 
again foretold and th e little fish wh ich 
brough t th e tribute money . Th e tran s­ 
figuration, like th e lesson of last week, 
is recorded by M atth ew, Mark and 
Luke and is in some respects th e most 


the nations, wh o are to be brough t 
into the kingdom after it is establish ed 
over Israel (Isa. xi. 10-12). etc. 
Six or eigh t day s after th e say ing of 
Matt. xvi. 28. Jesus took th ese th ree 
men, wh o were also with n im wh en 
He raised to life th e ruler’s daugh ter, 
and in Geth semane and, as Luke tells 
us, went up into a m ountain to pray , 
and it was as He pray ed th at He was 
transfigured. 
Th e eigh t day s of Luke 
certainly include th e six of M atth ew and 
Mark and give th e extrem e limit of 
th e time intervening.

we never find th e sufferings with out 
th e glory to encourage us in th e suffer­ 
ings. 
Th is word about seeing th e 
kingdom before th ey died h as been un ­ 
necessarily perplexing to many , be­ 
cause th ey h ave not noticed its connec­ 
tion with th e account of th e tran s­ 
figuration wh ich immediately follows 
in each of th e gospels and in Mark and 
Luke in close connection. Th at Peter, 
one of th e favored th ree, so under­ 
stood it seems very clear from II Pet. 
i, 16-18. 
Dr. Scofield’s note upon th is 
is so simple and y et so full and con­ 
clusive th at I q uote it h ere: “Th e 
transfiguration scene contains in m in ­ 
iature all th e elements of th e future 
kingdom In manifestation — (1) Th e 
Lord, not in h umiliation, but in glory 
(verse 2). (2) Moses, glorified, represent­ 
ative of th e redeemed wh o h ave passed 
th rough death into th e kingdom (Matt, 
xlii, 43: c. 1. Luke ix, 30, 31). (3) Elijah , 
glorified, representative of th e redeem­ 
ed wh o h ave entered th e kingdom by 
tran slation <1 Cor. xv, 50-53: I Th ess. 
iv, 14-17). 
(4) Peter. Jam es and Joh n, 
not glorified, representatives (for th e 
moment) of Israel in th e flesh in th e 
future kingdom (Ezek. xxxvii, 21-27).

New Orleans, Ju ly 22.—A cablegram 
from Pu erto Barrios, Hondu ras, an­ 
nou nces th at th e long-ex pected rev olu ­ 
tion in th e interest of th e deposed 
President Manu el Bonilla h as begu n at 
Ceiba on th e Atlantic coast, wh ere a 
small party of rev olu tionists took pos­ 
session of th e town, ov erpowering th e 
gov ernm ent troops. 
Th e greatest ex ­ 
citem ent ensu ed th rou gh th e repu blic 
in consequ ence and m artial law was at 
once 
proclaimed. 
Th e 
gov ernment 
took steps to prev ent'th e news being 
circu lated, and it is not likely th at any ­ 
th ing im portant will come from Hon­ 
du ras u ntil a decisiv e battle su p­ 
presses th e rev olu tionists or th e latter 
win control. 
Th e rev olu tion is considered prem a­ 
tu re h ere. 
A general rising h ad been 
arranged for nex t Monday , wh en it 
was to h av e begu n simu ltaneu osly at 
Ceiba, Tru x ilo, Pu erto Barrios and 
oth er strategic points, th u s confu sing 
th e 
gov ernment. 
General 
O’Kelly 
Bartia, h alf Irish , h alf Latin American, 
is leading th e rev olu tion at Ceiba. He 
was h imself a candidate for president 
of Hondu ras, bu t gav e u p h is ambition 
to join forces with Bonilla. 
Th e lat­ 
ter v isited Ceiba secretly from Belize, 
wh ere h e is an ex ile, some weeks ago, 
and pu t u p th e arm s and ammu nition 
for th e rev olu tion from th e steam er 
Utstein. It is th ou gh t th at th e gov ern­ 
m ent got wind of th e proposed rev olu ­ 
tion and by its v iolence and arbitrary 
action forced a prem atu re ou tbreak. 
It was well known to all th at th e 
rev olu tion 
h ad 
been 
brewing 
for 
month s, and it was only a qu estion of 
time wh en th e friends of Bonilla wou ld 
giv e th e signal for a general u prising. 
It was th ou gh t best to w ait u ntil th e 
Estrada rev olu tion in Nicaragu a made 
greater progress, for th e two h eav y 
forces are in close accord and sy m­ 
path y . 
Ex -President Bonilla, in wh ose inter­ 
est th is new rev olu tion h as been start­ 
ed, came to New Orleans some weeks 
ago for th e pu rpose of h olding a gen­ 
eral conference of rev olu tionary lead­ 
ers. It was h is intention at th at time 
to start a rev olu tion, bu t th e th en mis­ 
fortu nes of th e Estrada gov ernment 
cau sed Bonilla and h is friends to post­ 
pone action, and th ey sent th eir money 
and sy mpath y and 1,000 rifles to th e 
Nicaragu an 
rev olu tionists. 
On 
th e 
oth er h and President Dav ila of Hon­ 
du ras h as been co-operating with Pres­ 
ident Madriz of Nicaragu a and lent th e 
latter both soldiers and generals, th eir 
interests being identical. 
It is gener­ 
ally believ ed th at if th e rev olu tion is 
v igorou s it will be su ccessfu l.
